I know that 
we are selling much more gasoline at our 
filling stations than the Standard is and we 
are getting a better price.”

Mr. Smith. “Conditions down our way are 
much improved and they were the worst 
in the country. The decline started several 
months ago. We held at two cents above 
the market for a long time and lost very 
little gallonage. Filling stations started up 
all over town and sold at 8 cents, the garage 
owners figuring on taking all the profit on 
the cars and none on the gasoline. Most 
of them failed. If we were to try and sell 
above the market conditions would adjust 
themselves. We now have a 12 cent price.” 

“Good,” replied “Sandy,” He slipped in 
a funny story and then demanded how busi- 
ness was getting along at St. Paul, and C. 
L. Maguire, of the Bartles Oil Company, 
there answered, saying, “For the past two 


nonths business has been about the same. 


There has been the usual price cutting but 
nothing above or below the ordinary to be 
worth talking about.” 

“How much is your gasoline market?” 
asked the chairman. 

“Twelve cents,” was the reply. 

“It’s 13 at Buffalo and how much at 
Milwaukee?” 

“Eleven cents.” 

ARE OPTIMISTIC IN IOWA. 

“Now out in Iowa, I understand the far- 
mers have more money than ever, how 
many more cars are they going to buy this 
winter?” the chair demanded of Louis 
Kuehnle, of the Iowa Oil Company, Dubu- 
que, Ia. 

“We are optimistic in Iowa and things 
are not half bad,” said Kuehnle. “We have 
had a big increase in gasoline, from 25 per 
cent to 40 per cent in the last few months. 
We are not down to competitor's prices. I 
think the man who sells 60-62 gasoline at 
the same price as 58-60 is as much a price 
cutter as the man who cuts the price de- 
liberately.” 

“We market most of our goods on qual- 
ity,” said E. M. Wilhoit, of the Wilhoit Oil 
Company, Springfield, Mo. “We give our 
customers what they want. If it’s Pennsyl- 
vania they get it, if it’s Oklahoma they get 
that. I think the jobber should carry a 
more varied line of stuff, instead of just two 
or three grades like the Standard.” 

“Cleveland has keen competition,”  re- 
ported J. L. Walsh, of the Great Western 
Oil Company, of that city. “We are getting 
12 cents and ought to have more. I guess 
we have been in a little better shape than 
most other sections at that. 
good.”

“We are meeting the price in Arkansas 
City, Kansas,” said A. J. Lesh, of the Lesh 
Oil Company. “But we sell better quality 
than the Standard.” 

“Cincinnati wants cheap stuff, the price is 
what interests them,” reported H. C. Math- 
er, of the Moore Oil Company, Cincinnati. 
“Our tank wagon price on gasoline is 13 
cents. Some stations a while back started 
at 14 cents, then the Standard went to 13 
and now Independents permit some garages 
to sell at 12 cents.”

“We sell 
water white at 8 cents and let them have the 
gasoline,” said Mr. Roberts. 

“We keep after the quality talk all the 
time,” said Mr. Swain, of the Monarch 
Manufacturing Company, Toledo, O. 

“Contracts cause us the most trouble in 
St. Louis,” said F. C. Bretsnyder, “The Stand- 
ard started it and the Pierce people wer¢ 
next. We are putting out three grades of 
gasoline and pushing the best one.” 

Mr. Sanderson announced that closed the 
one minute news extractions. 

PRAISE MUTUAL INSURANCE. 

Houston Dunn told of the work of the 
National Petroleum Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company, of which he is secretary. He 
said it had put competition in the insurance 
business to the oil men. Prior to its or- 
ganization, he said, no member of the Na- 
tional Petroleum Association had _ ever 
known of a reduction in the oil rate. Since 
then it had dropped from 2.97 to 2.07 on 
oil, a drop of 90 cents, on the part of the 
stock companies. We have paid $113,000 
in losses in the four and one-half years ot 
our life. Had we foreseen that large an 
amount we might not have gone into the 
business at all, but today we have not only 
paid these but also have net assets of $32.- 
000. We have in force today $1,984,000 of 
insurance. Perhaps one would think that 
our heaviest losses are at the refineries but 
we have paid the refiners only $40,000 
against the jobbers $72,000. We have busi 
ness from only 107 jobbers.”

“Whenever any business, by reason of 
its nature, extent, or the existence ol

taken by purchase or sale in such a 
manner as t make it ot public conse- 
quence, or to affect the community at 
large as to supply, demand or price or 
e thereof, * * * said business is su 
ject to be controlled by the state, by the 
( Pp n Cc ssion, or Dy an at 
on in any district court of the sta 
as to all of its practices, prices, rates 
and charges,” etc, 
Whether the Commission has jurisdiction 


to hear and determine a complaint under the 
above law, is a question of fact; that is, the 
complaint must first prove that the party 
complained of has a virtual monopoly in the 
business or is in a combination in restraint 
id nd, that the commodity 
sold is one which the public must use or 
that the nature and extent of the business is 
such that the public has an interest therein. 
Until the courts shall have determined what 
is meant by the various provisions. of the 
bove statute, complaints of all characters 


are filed with the Commission. The Com- 


mission early adopted the policy of acting 
} 


as mediator by calling the parties interested 


together and conducting an informal discus- 
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sion of the subject in such manner that all 
parties would be free to explain their posi- 
tions with an understanding that no advan- 
tage could be taken. In this way the Cor- 
poration Commission of Oklahoma has, in 
my judgment, rendered some of its most 
valuable service. When complaints of this 
character are adjusted, by conference, satis- 
factory to all, no record is made of it other 
than the “complaint satisfied, adjusted and 
dismissed.” The Commission has written 
opinions and issued orders involving the 
following lines of business: 


ICE MANUFACTURERS. 


\mong the first applications 


yf the prin- 
ciple announced by this law was to ice 
manufacturers. There was a concert of ac- 
tion or an agreement between ice manu- 
facturers in the various towns of Oklahoma 
not to sell ice within a prescribed territory, 
and especially within a town where an ice 


plant was established. The complaints in 


this class of cases involved the quality of 
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the ice in a particular locality, the weight 
of the ice to customers and the delivery oi 
ice to distant parts of a city. The com 
mission has heard many cases and promul- 
gated many orders in reference to the ice 
business. We have gone into the cost of 
manufacture, taking into consideration de- 
preciation and every detail, and established 
prices. We have ordered that scales be car- 
ried on wagons and ice weighed to custom 
ers when requested. We have ordered 
ice delivered to all parts of a ccity. In every 
instance the ice manufacturer has obeyed 
the order and the public has been satisfied 
Not a single order has been taken to the 
courts. Our people are never heard to com 
plain of the fact that they have but one ice 
plant in a town to give them service. It 
is immaterial to them whether they have 
one or a dozen, they have a means and a 


way of securing fair treatment.

Many complaints of 
his character have been made to the com- 
mission. We have adjusted the same by 
ordering the defendant with the line of 
yards to sell his lumber at all yards at the 
same price, and without discrimination 
Remember, we have never ordered any lum- 
ber yard to sell lumber at any particular 
price, but when we order them to desist 
from discrimination we have had no fur- 
ther trouble or complaints, and independent 
iumber yards have found it possible to se- 
cure a fair share of the business in locali- 
ties where they are situated. 
MILL PRODUCTS. 

The complaint is often made that the 
manufacturer of a commodity refuses to sell 
to only one merchant in a town. This has 
been the custom of the millers in Oklahoma 
as well as the manufacturers of many other 
commodities. The complaints of this char- 


been denied 


acter have, as a general rule, 
by the commission. We hold that the man- 
ufacturer of a commodity has a right to 
select its agents and means of distributing, 
so long as a commodity the public must use 
is placed on sale at places and times con- 
venient to the public 
NEWSPAPERS. 
This case is one of special interest in 


that, a similar controversy may never arise 
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again in fifty years, and I only mention it 
here because it so aptly illustrates the prin- 
ciple involved. A leading metropolitan 
newspaper and a large department store in 
Oklahoma, had a controversy over a busi- 
ness affair as a result of which the news- 
paper preferred, for the time being, not to 
do any business with the department store 
under conditions as they then existed and 
refused to carry their advertising at the 
special or yearly contract rate accorded 
other merchants. Complaint was made to 
the commission. It was shown that the 
newspaper was the only morning paper 
published in that city and the only means 
of general advertising was through the col- 
ums of that paper. It was admitted by the 
editor of the paper that business of the 
magnitude of this department store could 
be run more profitably and more success- 
fully by advertising in his paper. The com- 
mission held that the newspaper had a vir- 
tual monopoly on the morning advertising 
and that it was taking an unfair advantage 
to advertise for a particular individual in 


one class of business without advertising for 
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all in that class, under the same conditions 
and rates; that a newspaper could not be 
required to advertise anything against the 
economic principles or policies of a paper 
and may or may not advertise for any class 
of business, but if it advertised for an in- 
dividual in a line of business it must ad- 
vertise for all individuals in that particular 
business. No order was issued in that case 
but the conclusion of the comni'ssion were 
acquiesced in by the parties. 


CRUDE OIL, KEROSENE ANG GASO- 
LINE. 

I will not take the time to go into a full 
history of all that has transpired in the 
evolving of an equitable or just principle 
upon which conditions such as have existed 
in Oklahoma could be controlled. The 
commission had no law, other than the one 
heretofore mentioned under which it could 
act. The terror of the experienced oil pro- 
ducer is the striking of large pools of oil 
in the locality of his production, which has, 
in every instance, demoralized the condi- 
tions and in thirty days time values and 
prices have shrunken as much as 75 per

certain sum. The state, by law, fixes the 
price of money on the theory that it is with- 
in the power of the banks of the country to 
over-ride the public and extort an unreason- 
able rate of interest. These laws are to pre- 
vent extortion 

Discussing this feature, the commission, 
in its recent opinion, said: 

“The theory of maintaining the price of 
oil by state authority has been subject to 
misunderstanding by the public. It is doubt- 
less the law that individuals may barter and 
sell to one another such commodities as 
they possess at such prices and upon terms 
agreed upon. The intention to enterfere 
with this liberty to contract, as is known 

the law, has never been contemplated 
by the commission, nor by the statutes con- 
ferring authority upon the commission. 

“Before a sovereign authority should be 
exercised to interfere in the making of the 
price of a commodity there should exist a 
virtual monopoly with the power to arbi- 
trarily fix prices and conditions upon which 
such property is sold. No more apt illus- 
tration can be afforded than that presented 
by an oil pipe line penetrating an oil field 


and furnishing the only practical market for 
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the crude petroleum which has been brought 
to the surface under conditions heretofore 
described. Under such conditions of sale 
of crude petroleum no contractual relations 
actually exist as are contemplated by the 
constitution of the United States. One of 
the fundamental elements necessary to a 
contract is that the minds of the contract- 
ing parties must meet. There is no meeting 
of the mind and no actual freedom in agree- 
ment by such sale. Hence, the taking of a 
commodity under these circumstances and 
at less than its value or less than the com- 
mercial conditions would justify is the arbi- 
trary enforcement of advantage, which, in 
fairness, should not be permitted. The sale 
of taking under these conditions may prop- 
erly be characterized as a species of ex- 
tortion. The state, under its police power, 
has authority to prevent extortion in any 
form, and, hence, when the term ‘fixing 
price’ is used in connection with the exer- 
cise of the authority of the commission, it 
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is the state exercising its police power to 
prevent extortion.” 

The commission held that before it should 
exercise its authority to even prevent extor- 
tion the following conditions must exist: 

“First: Monopolistic control must exist 
such as would practically destroy the liberty 
of contract. 

“Second: A commodity must be dealt in 
which the public must use under modern 
necessities and business requirements. 

“Third: 
correction of the wrong to the individual 
should result from an order.”

Henshaw Praises 


The National Trade Commission law is the 
greatest law that Congress has ever passed, 
dealing with the problem of protecting the pub- 
lic from the extortions brought about by 
monopolistic influences. We have had our 
Anti-Trust laws with their heavy penalties. 
We have witnessed the slow process of the 
courts, and in the meantime business interests 
have been ground by the iron hand of a su- 
perior commercial power, many have become 
bankrupt, and with competition once out of 
the way extortions have been imposed on the 
public. 

The “busting” of trusts reminds me of when 
I was a boy and throwing a rock into a flock 
of black birds. They would scatter for a brief 
period and re-form again in some other cove, 
but they were the same old birds. I do not 
want to be understood as under-estimating the 
value of the Anti-Trust Acts. They have 
doubtless done some good and may continue 
to do good, but the law that will give sub- 
stantial relief and real relief is the Trades 
Commission Act. I again repeat, that it is 
the greatest law dealing with commercial prob- 
lems ever written by the American Congress. 
It provides that the Commission may _ in- 
vestigate any complaints of unfair competition 
and it may issue its order requiring the offend- 
ing parties to desist from any unfair prac- 
tices. We have found in our experience with 
the law in Oklahoma, which seeks the same 
purpose, that when business interests know 
that the facts must be known, a conference 
dealing honestly and squarely with all inter- 
ests will bring about that result which is de- 
sired by the commercial world and the public 
at large. If this Trades Commission law is 
properly enforced—I do not mean foolishly 
enforced, I do not mean arrogantly enforced 
—but enforced with that cool, deliberate judg- 
ment that inspires confidence in the public and 
in the business world, the time will have passed 
when the large interests that operate in various 
parts of the country can destroy industries 
which only operate locally. Our law in Okla- 
homa, which provides that a commodity shall 
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depth. It should be remembered, however, 
that the oil will be in the ground. This sand 
is from 80 to 150 feet deep. But the menace 
will be over. 

One of the most remarkable results of 
this order has been that these same pro- 
ducers who offered to sell their oil in quan- 
tities of a million barrels or more, at from 
40 to 50 cents per barrel, have, since the 
promulgation of this order, sold three to 
four million barrels at 55 cents; and, no one 
attempts to sell or purchase at a less price 
and a few contracts of sale at prices less 
than 55 cents which were actually made be- 
fore the order issued, have been cancelled 
and the damages have been adjusted 

I have devoted much time in the past 
eighteen months to a practical solution of 
the oil problem and to the elimination from 
the industry that great buga-boo or hazard 
of striking a large pool of oil, which in 
every instance has demoralized the indus- 
try for a period of from six to twelve 
months, and in its wake leaves destruction 
and bankruptcy. The discovery of one of 
these great oil pools-to the oil industry at 
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large, is like the disaster of a cyclone or a 
sreat fire in a city. Hence, the necessity 
of protecting and controlling the situation, 
when it appears. There has never been a 
time when control is necessary for a period 
of more than one year. The only control 
necessary is to prevent the belching of this 
oil to the surface in such enormous quan- 
tities, within so short a period of time, that 
it cannot be mpved by available transpor- 
tation and marketing facilities. 

I say our plan is equitable; it is just. 
Remember, the regulation of the production 
of oil is not without limit, and when a rea- 
sonable price can be obtained, in Oklahoma, 
for the best grade of oil, of from 75 cents 
to $1.00 per barrel, the staying hand must 
be removed and leave conditions to take 
their course uninfluenced by public author- 
ity. If one individual owned the entire oil 
fields, the public would find some way to 
force him to produce it in sufficient quanti- 
ties to supply their reasonable necessities 
and at reasonable prices. Hence, the state 
should do nothing that will prevent the oil 
from selling at reasonable prices to the 
public at large.

not be sold for a less price in one part of 
the state than another, for the purpose of 
destroying competition, will now be in effect 
throughout the United States. The Trades 
Commission will have no great volume of work 
to do. It is the staying hand that will pre- 
vent the over-ambitious industry from trying 
to absorb the entire field by unfair practice. 
The benefit of your Criminal Anti-Trust laws 
will pale into insignificance with the great 
benefits that will necessarily result from this 
law. 

“It may be I am over-zealous because this 
has always been my idea of controlling com- 
mercial conditions, and it may be urged this 
law would not be so effective without the ac- 
companying Anti-Trust Act with its severe 
penalties. President Wilson’s remark, which 
is contained in the report of the Senate com- 
mittee, aptly expressed what, in my judgment, 
will appeal to the business mind throughout 
the world: 

“And the business men of the country de- 
sire something more than that the menace of 
legal process in these matters be made ex- 
plicit and intelligible. They desire the advice, 
the definite guidance and information which 
can be supplied by an administrative body, an 
interstate trade commission. 

“The opinion of the country would instantly 
approve of such a commission. It would not 
wish to see it empowered to make terms with 
monopoly or in any way to assume control of 
business as if the government made itself re- 
sponsible. It demands such a commission only 
as an indispensable instrument of information 


Will Admit Refiners

all the equities and circumstances of the case 

“My experience in dealing with these various 
subjects in a local way in Oklahoma, through 
which we have in every instance brought con- 
fidence to the business element and complete 
relief to the public without a complaint or 
a murmur from a single business institution 
or from the public, makes it possible for me 
to appréciate to the fullest extent the wisdom 
and the practical application of the Presi- 
dent’s words explaining the necessity for this 
law. 

“Nothing can or will be done by this Trade 
Commission that will interrupt business. It 
will absolutely guarantee, to the public, fair 
competition. It will, without action on its 
part, bring fear to the commercial oppressor, 
and with action will be his terror. It will, in 
the course of its investigations, ascertain and 
explain to the public the advantages and diff- 
culties of business conditions, which will in- 
sure confidence and trust in the minds of the 
public and eliminate the demagogue or the 
would-be trust “buster,” who is so often mis- 
taken for a statesman, and make it possible 
for the real “trust-buster” to perform his 
duties in the courts in prosecutions under the 
Anti-Trust law.

After Bretsnyder, in his official capacity as

Shows Value of Association 


to the House Ways and Means Committee 
and to influential members and also the 
members were called upon to get into ac- 
tion. The flood of protests that seem to 
have stopped the tax, went in within a few 
days and are still going in. 

By being able to get on the ground at 
once we were enabled to determine just 
where to center our fire. It was decided 
the senate was the place so while the house 
was rushing the bill along the protests by 
telegraph and mail were diverted to the sen- 
ate where they seem to have done most 
effective work. Our members poured a 
long stream of. telegrams into the senate 
finance committee where the bill went for 
consideration and then sent them to all 
senators. Meanwhile from your secretary's 
office went letters to all members in the 
refining and marketing of oils all over the 
country—nearly two thousand companies— 
and their co-operation was solicited and ob- 
tained. Your secretary also called on the 
paint and varnish interests, the manufactur- 
ers of gasoline engines, of motor boats and 
the officers of the big motor boat associa- 
tions of the country—these last by tele- 
graph when the tax came to life for the 
third time. 

Incidentally, at the very start of the fight 
and before the text of the bill had been 
made public, your secretary got a tip that it 
seemed probable the bill would be so drawn 
as to except the Standard Oil Company’s 
“motor spirit” from the tax. A demand 
was at once made on the House Ways and 
Means Committee on behalf of the associa- 
tion that no such discrimination as this be 


allowed. Members of the committee has- 
tened to incorporate “motor spirits” by 
name in the section and to deny any desire 
on their part to give the Standard some- 
thing. 

The statement has been credited to ad- 
ministration leaders at Washington that 
more pressure was brought against the gas- 
oline and automobile horse power tax than 
against any other measures in years. That 
shows what the oil associations have been 
doing in the past few weeks. 

The danger of the gasoline tax is not 
over. It may be put in the bill by the house 
when the war tax measure will go into 
conference, in which event and at which 
time it will probably take all the strength 
the oil men can muster to save themselves 
from this unjust tax. 

When the war started and exports were 
suddenly shut off, a most serious situation 
was before American oil men. There was 
every prospect of untold financial disaster 
due to the oils backing up in this country, 
the flooding of storage with saggings mar- 
kets and all. The officers of this association 
at once confered on the condition and 
while several plans that would have af- 
forded relief were being discussed the sit- 
uation eased off somewhat but had _ it 
been necessary though, to have saved local 
markets and American oil men from com- 
plete financial disaster this association act- 
ing in conjunction with associations repre- 
senting the other divisions of the oil trade 
could have, in a comparatively few days’ 
time worked out plans for pooling all 
storage and taking charge practically of 








the oil situation, steadying the markets 
perhaps with some governmental assistance 
—just as has beeg done in the financial 
world—until cong@jtions eased off. Times 
have not been any too easy but the export 
situation has improved sufficiently so as 
not to warrant the radical steps first con- 
sidered 

Out of this war situation, in a measure, 
however, has come at the instigation of this 
association, conferences of the various di- 
visions of the oil trade with a view of try- 
ing to find, if possible, some means by 
which there can be valuable and legal co- 
operation for the improvement of oil con- 
ditions. The first of such conferences has 
been held and its results will be up for dis- 
cussion at later sessions of this meeting. 

Going back over the year’s work—thir- 
teen months to be exact—and touching only 
the high spots, can be noted the following 
points:

He 


started a fight in his state a year 


complained against low prices made by the 
Standard Oil Co. against his stations only. 
The fight resulted in how the word “trans- 
portation” in the law should be interpreted. 
Mr. Hastings insisted that it meant only 
common carrier transportation while the 
Standard said it also included cartage cost. 

While this was on before the attorney- 
general, of Wisconsin, the administration at 
Washington decided to introduce the law 
as a part of the presidential trust campaign. 
This association sent Mr. Hastings and his 
able counsel, Mr. E. R. Minahan to Wash- 
ington, to urge the amendment of the pro- 
posed law so as to exclude the “cartage 
cost” feature which permitted manipulation 
of prices. The two appeared before the 
house committee having the bill in charge 
This was in February. The bill finally 
came from the committee and eventually 
from the house without our amendment al- 
though protest was made to all members 
of the committee and house by the associa- 
tion. In the senate, the bill was so changed 
by the Senate Judiciary committee, as to, 
in Our opinion, practically legalize most 
of the acts for which the Standard Oil Co. 
has been found guilty and convicted in the 
Supreme Court. Your secretary went to 


Washington in August to oppose these 


features of the bill. There he was assured 
by senators who have been of great assist- 
ance to the oil men in the past, that the 
action of the senate the day before in elimi- 
nating the anti-discrimination clause en- 
tirely from the bill and leaving it to the 
proposed Interstate Trade Commission, 
would end the matter. However, the bill 
came out of conference with the same ob- 
jectionable features and despite our vigor- 
ous objection it has passed both houses. 

In the meantime the Standard Oil Co., of 
Indiana, against whom original complaint 
had been made, had agreed to “average” its 
“cartage costs” over V¥isconsin and Minne- 
sota thus doing the very thing that Messrs. 
Hastings and Minahan fought for. 

Your secretary has received complaints 
during the year of price discriminations in 
several states and has checked them care- 
fully and taken some up with the attorney- 
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state—Missouri—but the 
price situation had been changing so rapidly 


general of one 


that price discriminations came and went 
a little too quickly to permit one to get 
very far in a legal way with a complaint 
because after a wrong has been corrected 
it’s rather hard to get the state officials ex- 
cited about going back and suing anyway. 
Although the anti-discrimination fighting 
has cost the association a little money this 
year, nearly $600, it has served to establish, 
in fact, if not yet in law, that the word 
“transportation” means common _ carrier 
transportation; and the fighting has further 
served to let the big competitor know that 
any violation of law against us, will receive 
instant and active attention. Competition 
today may be pretty keen, to use a mild 
word, but nevertheless it’s not with a gun 
in one hand and a-club in the other. 
GASOLINE STORAGE CHARGES.—A 
big fight that we also won during the year 
was that against the efforts of the railroads 
to levy unfair charges for the storing of 
gasoline shipments at destination until con- 
signee came for them. It was a year ago 
last spring that we unearthed the secret fil- 
ing of these charges and by our protest got 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to 


to suspend them. The hearing was held 


July, 1913, and the decision rendered No- * 


1913. That cut the 


charges in two, increased the free time to 


vember 3, proposed 
48 hours and made it mandatory on the 
roads to wire shipper—if asked—that ship- 
ment was uncalled for. Following this de- 
cision the American Railway Association, 
which devised the original rules and 
charges, issued revised rules conforming to 
the decision and they were adopted by most 
roads of about the date of May 1. Some 
members have had a little trouble, particu- 
larly with tank car shipments with the old 
tariffs, and in some cases it now seems 
as if it will be necessary to pay _ these 
charges under protest and then go to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission for re- 
fund of the excess of the old charges over 
the new. Some of the roads have agreed to 
join in request for such refund. 


RAILROAD RATES.—The

cent advance in rates. It joined with the 
National Petroleum Association in a brief 
and also in submitting evidence. 

The association’s members have also been 
active in opposing proposed advances in 
state rates in Kansas and Nebraska. 

When talk first came up of making an 
additional terminal charge on all shipments, 
over the regular rate, this association sub- 
mitted a lot of data from its members show- 
ing the condition of the average oil plant 
and its sidings and the handling of cars. 
This evidence all showed that association 
members were receiving no favors from the 
railroads in the placing and spotting of 
cars, that they were getting no more than 
they paid for in the regular rate for that 
service. 

BARRELS—STEEL AND WOOD.— 
The steel versus wood barrel question is 
still before us. Due to the constant protest 
of the oil trade and latterly of the wood 
barrel industry, the wood barrel is permit- 
ted specifically for gasoline shipments un-

Your secretary gathered from the mem- 
bers for Col. B. W. Dunn, of the Bureau of 
Explosives, considerable data on the kind 
of bungs to be used for steel barrels, it 
being the colonel’s opinion that many a 
good barrel was rendered leaky by an in- 
securely set bung. 

Your secretary has been placed on a 
committee of the American Society for 
Testing Materials, of which Colonel Dunn 
is chairman and which has for its object the 
drawing up of specifications for all kinds 
of shipping containers. When this com- 
mittee will report specifications, it’s impos- 
sible to say as only the ground work is be- 
ing laid at the present time. However, the 
committee probably in the course of the 
next several years will get around to all 
packages used in the oil business no matter 
for what products. 

At the present time your secretary is en- 
gaged in a discussion with Colonel Dunn 
on the new requirement that gosoline bar- 
rels when offered to carrier for return to 
the oil company must have their red labels 
removed or white labels marked “Empty” 
pasted over them. Representation has been 
made that the average customer will not 
bother with this and we will lose our bar- 
rels. Colonel Dunn will be here Thursday 
morning to take this up with us personally. 

UNIFORM INSTRUMENTS AND 
TESTS.—During the year we have been 
active in the campaign for uniform instru- 
ments for the testing of oils, so active in 
fact that one scientific society was threaten- 
ing for a while to cite your secretary be- 
fore its board of directors presumably for 
conduct unbecoming a member, it seeming- 
ly not being permitted members—in the 
opinion of some persons—to voice objec- 
tions to cut and dried programs. Your 
secretary has objected to the paint and 
varnish men, in the American Society for 
Testing Materials, being permitted to set 
up standards for flash and fire tests for the 
oil trade, and also standards of gasoline 
tests, under the guise of working out stand- 
ards for their own business. The matter 
is still before a committee of that society. 
In the same society another committee re- 
ceived some bullying from the Pennsylvania 
Railroad because the committee insisted on 
favoring the Saybolt Viscosimeter and not 
the Engler which the Pennsylvania officials 
said they would use no matter what the so- 
ciety adopted. The fact that this strife 
and these methods—among others—are go- 
ing on in probably the largest societies of 
scientific standards in the country shows 
what the oil trade has to face before it can 
get uniformity as to its own affairs. Every 
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werful purchaser whether he knows any- 


ng about the subject or not is interfering 
his own ends in much of the work for 
uniformity in many lines going on today. 


\s to the Bureau of Mines’ Flash and Fire

Col. Dunn Explains I. C. C. 


Colonel B. W. Dunn, chief inspector of th: 
Bureau of Explosives of the American Railway 
\ssociation, commencing his explanation to 
the Association members on “The New I. C. C. 
Regulation Requiring the Removal of Red 
Labels From All Containers,” asked that his 
hearers dismiss from their minds their side 
of the argument that has arisen since the new 
ruling on the removal of labels from gasoline 
shipping containers went into effect and con- 
sider the Bureau of Explosives side of the 
difficulty. 

“The rule under discussion,” he commenced, 
“is that after October 1 of this year all empty 
shipping containers which when filled con- 
tained liquids classed as dangerous articles, on 
their return to the shipper should not be so 
classed and the label which signifies danger 
when the container was filled should be re- 
moved by defacing or rubbing off, or covered 
by a white label bearing the word “Empty” in 
letters not less than one inch high 

DON’T UNDERSTAND RULE. 

In my mind, most of the misconception 
which has arisen over this rule comes from 
a misunderstanding of the first part of the 
rule. Most of the complaints which I have 
received are that the return of the empty 
container requires the pasting on of another 
label. Nevertheless the rule specifically states 
that the original danger label must be re- 


n 


moved or covered. Most of you seem to have 
verlooked the “or” in the rule. Scratching 
off the label or painting it over is all that is 
necessary. There is no necessity at all for 
your laying in a stock of extra labels to paste 
Over the original red, or yellow, label before 


returning the container.

“Seven years ago the Bureau of Explosives 
was organized to investigate the shipment of 
dangerous articles and prevent a repetition of 
a number of very serious accidents which had 
occurred shortly before that time, convincing 
the railroads, the shippers and, lastly, the 
federal government of the necessity for im 
mediate action. The investigation showed that 
each year 5,000,000 pounds of explosives were 
being transported back and forth across tnis 
country of ours—that every day 5,000 carloads 
were in transit somewhere in the United 
States. 

“With the necessity in mind of dealing witl 
such enormous quantities came not only the 
need for improved methods in packing, load 
ing, etc., but also the urgent need of keeping 
explosives away from possible fire sources 
during shipment. Without any hesitation it 
was agreed that cars containing dynamit 
should be kept as far as possible from othe 
cars in the same train which contained articles 
classed as fire risks, which includes gasoline 
Originally the method of determining whether 
or not a liquid should be classed as an in 
flammable was to consider whether it had a 
flash point as low as the highest temperaturs 
liable to be found in the station where it was 
stored or the car in which it was placed for 


shipment. 


HAD FLASH POINT TOO LOW. 

“Under that method so many cars contained 
shipments of inflammable articles that it was 
almost impossible to find a car without such 
a shipment to place next to a dynamite car 
\t that time 97 per cent of the cars on Ken

Had it known, it would have 
been easily possible to have supplemented 
the testimony that was given with that of 
oil men from all over the country and 
some nationally recognized fire insurance 
experts which might have caused the court 
to have rendered a different decision.

Label Removal Rule 


the flash point for classing liquids as in 
flammables had been placed at 80 degrees. So 
it was decided to change the flash point for 
liquids to 100 degrees. In favor of the rule 
regarding the labeling of explosives I might 
say that where, before the Bureau of Ex- 
plosives was organized, mishaps due to the 
transportation of explosives killed 100 men 
and destroyed $500,000 of property a year, at 
the present time it would be difficult to find a 
single life lost or property worth more than 
$20,000 destroyed in any year. Yet one shipper 
of acetylene gas containers sends out more 
than 10,000,000 shipments a year, another more 
than 500,000, while it is impossible to estimate 
the number of acid carboys under transit eacl 


year. 


“Therefore to permit the original danger 
label to remain on empty containers after the 
explosive article has been removed and _ the 
danger no longer remains would run back the 
number of placarded cars to a_ prohibitive 
point.

3. The tax is imposed upon articles of 
common necessity and not upon articles of 
luxury, which is contrary to the settled pol- 
icy of this government and ought not be 
departed from. It is common knowledge 
that the products of petroleum enter into 
more of the daily avenues of industry and 
ise than almost any other single commod- 
ty, iron and steel perhaps excepted. To 
ttempt an enumeration would be to extend 
this statement unduly. During the summer 
months those products suitable for motor 
power, such as gasoline, naphtha and motor 
spirits, are used largely for cooking and 
laundry purposes, where the heavier fuels 
would create too much heat and would not 
ve economical to use, and in the southern 
portion of the United States they are de- 
pended upon throughout the entire year 
or cooking and laundry purposes. They 
are also used in farming communities for 
running farm machinery, plowing, planting, 
harvesting, threshing and working up the 
products; for motors for pumping the water 
n the rice plantations, sugar mills, cotton 

in mills, cotton compressors, and a thou- 
sand other industries besides those above 
referred to where used as solvents. They 
ire largely used for the production of pow- 
er, and power ought not to be taxed, as 
power produces. 

4. The petroleum industry is not now in 
its normal condition owing to the fact that 
exports of petroleum are largely curtailed by 
the loss of the European markets on ac- 
count of the war, and on account of a large

production greatly in excess of normal de- 
mands, and a consequent glut of the prod- 
ucts of least ready sale. The total produc- 
tion of crude oil in the United States for 
the year 1912, as given by Dr. David T. 
Day, of the Bureau of Geological Survey, 
Department of the Interior, was 222,935,044 
barrels, at a value of $164,213,247. The re- 
port of the Bureau of Foreign and Domes- 
tic Commerce for 1912, at page 18, gives the 
total value of mineral oils exported at $129,- 
666,995. Exact figures as to the extent to 
which this relation of value produced t 


value exported is not obtainable at the 
present ‘time, neither do the figures show 
the exact amount of such products as are 
suitable for motor power. These figures, 
however, sufficiently indicate the extent to 
which the prosperity of the oil industry of 
this country depends upon exports to for- 
eign countries, and since the United States 
produces nearly 68 per cent of the total 
crude of the world, which ratio is increas- 
ing, the general disturbance ot the industry 
at this time of the effect of the European 
war can be sufficiently appreciated without 
the use of detailed figures. 





The advance sheets from the Bureau ot 
Geological Survey indicate that the produc- 
tion of crude in the United States for 1913 
was over 248,000,000 barrels, an increase of 
11.44 per cent in quantity, while the increase 
in value was 44.4 per cent. This difference 
was due to the fact that in 1913 the price of 
crude production rose to an unusual level 
In Pennsylvania, crude oil during a portion 
of the year sold at $2.50 per barrel, in the 
Mid-Continent field at $1.05. Those prices 
have been reduced at the present time to 
$1.45 in the Pennsylvania field and about 50 
cents in the Mid-Continent field, these two 
fields being used as typical of all production 
in the United States, and in spite of the 
reduction in price the quantity produced is 
in excess of the capacity of the refineries to 
consume, so that not more than half offered 
to be run by pipe line companies is being 
accepted by them. Producers are being 
compelled to build large storage tanks to 
take care of their excess production. Re- 
finers find it necessary to increase their 
storage tanks at refineries for the purpose 
of taking care of products of not ready sale 
and of offering such products at ruinously 
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low prices It is difficult to see how soon 
these conditions will mend, but in all prob- 
ability they will continue bad as long as the 
necessity for imposing a specific revenue 
taxX e€xiSts 
5. The tax, if imposed, will not affect all 
of the industry uniformly. It is common 
knowledge that the preponderating interest 
in any specific industry controls the general 
level of prices which the consumer of the 
commodity produced by the industry pays, 
nd also fixes the price of the raw product 
is especially true of the petroleum 
usiness The influence exerted by the 
minant interest which had monopolized 
the business still controls.

So that the 
refiner, paying the tax at the point of pro- 
duction, must take it out of his own profits 
in order to fulfill his contracts or suffer an 


action for damages, whereas, if the tax 


could be added to the sale price, the refiner 
could pass it along to the consumer event- 
ually, compelling him to pay it. The pre- 
ponderating control of the industry could 
raise its markets in territory where no com- 
petition exists and absorb the amount of 


the tax in territory where competition does

exist, thereby ruining the minor interest in 
the industry. These are practical facts 
that should be taken into consideration in 
considering the effect of the tax. 

6. The tax would necessarily be a tax 
upon exports, which, if so considered, would 
be forbidden by article 1, section 9, para- 
graph 5, of the Federal Constitution, which 
forbids the taxing of any article exported 
from any state. A tax upon the article, even 
for purposes of internal revenue, that neces- 
sarily must meet in the common market the 
same article exported from other countries 
has exactly the same effect as a tax on ex- 
ports. In Fairbanks vs. United States, 181 
U. S. Rep. 283, it was held that a tax upon 
the export bill of lading was a tax upon thx 
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export, and, therefore, could not be sus- 
ned. Undoubtedly, the proposed tax, in 
view of the large quantity of petroleum 


products exported from this country, must 

conceded to be a tax on exports, and, 

refore, to that extent unconstitutional. 
But should Congress consider and the court 
finally hold that the proposed internal rev- 
enue tax was not a tax on exports, still the 
effect of this tax would be largely to de- 
crease the ability of American manufactur- 
ers of these products to compete in for-

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what the Standard wants the business in all TS 
‘good faith,’ and bad, too, for that matter. 


“But this applies to boots and shoes and 
sugar and corsets, coal and diamonds—so it 
does; but aren’t the fundamentals of trade the 
same? Under the anti-discrimination law, 
which is on the statute books of a score of 
states and which has been passed upon by a 
number of Supreme Courts, can’t a man 
conduct his business as he sees fit, as his needs 
may require, PROVIDING he doesn’t reduce 
his prices in such a manner as will destroy 
the business of his. competitor, providing, fur- 
ther, that he gives the benetit of any such cuts to 
all places where he is doing business. Any 
reason why the cigar trust stores should sell 
you two-for-a-quarter cigars in Washington 
at a cent each, charge your brother in Phila- 
delphia 20 cents each, and your wife on your 
birthday in New York 30 cents each, all on the 
same day; providing some one else wasn’t cut- 
ting the market at Washington to drive the 
Cigar Trust out of business? 

“Isn't all that any average fair business has 
fought for a chance to do business, free from 
molestation by highwaymen, on our commer- 
cial highways? 

“But how is any business—not of the high- 
wayman type! going to get by, no matter how 
large its armed guard, if Congress cnacts this 
section of the Clayton bill as revised by the 
conference committee? 

“Wouldn’t Congress be lining the road with 
these highwaymen? 

“For nearly the past ten years public opinion 
has been enforcing fair competition—measur- 
ably so—on the Standard Oil Co. and other 
trusts, and in that time the Independent oil 
interests have grown from doing only 15 per 
cent of the business to nearly 40 per cent. 
There is now competition of some sort in a 
vast majority of the municipalities and dis- 
tricts of the country, and it is competition of 
the hardest kind, with the Standard Oil in- 
terests crowding the price down, slowly but 
surely. HOWEVER, it is quite noticeable that 
in the states having this anti-discrimination 
law the Standard is NOT—save in a few ex- 
ceptions where it has tried on its ‘cartage cost’ 
plan—discriminating in prices, but in states 
that haven’t this law it has, even to hemming 
in a small town with high prices while en- 
forcing low prices there.

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Court Absolves Standard From Price-Cutting Charge 


Holds Gulf Refining Co. Was Real Offender 


in New Jersey Anti: Discrimination Case 


The Gulf Refining Co. was the real price- 
cutter in the price war around Newark, N. J., 
the fore part of this summer, according to 
the decision of the court in the case brought 
by the Crew-Levick Co., Philadelphia, against 
the Standard Oil Co., of New Jersey, for al- 
leged discrimination in prices at Newark and 
Jersey City. 

This decision was rendered in the Com- 
mon Pleas Court at Newark, N. J., Septem- 
her 21st. The prosecution, however, is taking 
the case to the grand jury and indictments are 
reported to be probable. According to the 
court decision, there were practically two 
cases of price-cutting charged, one as to 
wholesale prices and the other as to retail 
prices. The Crew-Levick Co. maintained that 


the Standard were cutting the wholesale price 
and, in Jersey City, kept it below the price in 
Newark. On this point the court decided 
that it was the Gulf Refining Co. that cut 
the prices and that Standard merely followed 
the Gulf prices down. 

In the retail price situation, the court found 
that the Mutual Oil Co., a new jobbing con 
cern at Newark, was the first to cut prices, 
but the court refused to find that the Mutual 
was In anv way concerned or related to the 
Standard Oil Co., of New Jersey, 


the court admitted that the Mutual bought all 


although 


its goods from the Standard and that the 
Standard continued to sell the Mutual after 
the Mutual had cut the market, and after the 
market had gone away down. 
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The suit of the Crew-Levick Co. was 
brought under a law enacted in New Jersey 
when President Wilson was governor of that 
state. This is the first suit ever brought in 
the East under the Anti-Discrimination Law, 
and New Jersey is about the only state in the 
East which has such a law, Massachusetts 
being the only other. 

The decision of the court, as given by Judge 
Sullivan, is as follows: 

“The complainant in this case, the Crew 
Levick Oil Co.,

“The complaint will be dismissed.” 

In presenting the matter to the grand jury, 
the judge of the Common Pleas Court, Sep- 
tember 22, undertook to state a new interpre- 
tation of the anti-discrimination law, when 
he said a company may cut prices for the 
purpose of getting business, provided it didn't 
create a monopoly. 

The court gave in its charge to the grand 
jury as follows: 

REVISES ACCEPTED RULING. 

“The evidence at the preliminary hearing 
shows that the Standard Oil Co. did not sell 
at as low a price as one of its competitors, 
the Gulf Refining Co.; that in reducing the 
price it only followed reductions by other 
concerns, and that the price in Newark was 
reduced seemingly to correspond with the re- 
duction in Jersey City; in fact, the price was 
at one time certainly the same in the two 
cities, and if this failed to make the due allow- 
ance for the cost of transportation to New- 
ark there would be no violation of the pro- 


hibition against discrimination by lowering 
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prices as far as this county is concerned; that 
offense would be committed) in Essex 
county. But even if the price in Newark was 
made lower than it should have been after 
making due allowance for the cost of trans 
portation that mere fact would not prove an 
intent to establish a monopoly. In consider 
ing the question of a criminal intent the pos- 
sibilities of actual business as normally car 
ried on must necessarily be considered 

‘Although the complaint is against the 
Standard Oil Co., the evidence discloses that 
other companies, including the Crew-Levick 
Co. have lowered prices in the same way. It 
makes no difference which company began 
the rate war; the crime, as far as the present 
complaint is concerned, is discriminating arbi- 
trarily and unreasonably between different 
cities by selling at a lower rate with intent 
to establish a monopoly. If any of the com- 
panies have done this they have violated the 
statute. 

“In short the statute did not mean to mak 
competition for lowering prices a_ crime, 
but only arbitrary, unreasonable discrim- 
ination by lowering prices with intent 
to create a monopoly; and a mere intent to 
secure business by offering better terms to 
the consumer is not enough, whether that offer 
is by a large, well established concern or by 
a new concern, just beginning its struggle for 
business. The offer of better terms to the 
public, even though a competitor may in- 
jured, is the very thing chapter 13 of the laws 
of 1913 was meant to secure. 

“The case is therefore worthy of the most 
serious consideration, and no _ indictment 
should be found unless the evidence if un- 
contradicted would convince you that there 
has been an arbitrary and unreasonable dis- 
crimination by gelling at a lower rate in Hud- 
son county than elsewhere after making due 
allowance for grade, quality, quantity and 
actual cost of transportation, and to the other 
necessary and natural allowances incident to 
a normally conducted business with intent to 
establish or. maintain a monopoly

HE present Congress has been of doubtful 


value, to Say the least, to the oil trade. It’s true 
it has ordered two investigations of the business, 
one of the “dissolved” Standard by the Interstate Trad 


Commission and the other of the pipe lines and crude oil 
markets by the Interstate Commerce Commission, These 
will undoubtedly be of value, just as all such probings 
are of benefit, if in no other way than throwing on the 
light and keeping the Standard on edge. 

But today investigations are not going to be of much 
immediate good to the business because one must wait 
until the recommendations have had time to settle 
through the minds of the lawmakers, and that means 
many years. 

For instance, this vear Congress is enacting an anti- 
discrimination law as a result of the Garfield investiga- 
tion of Standard Oil. That’s nearly ten years ago. Some 
of these Congressmen may think that’s pretty speedy. 
Maybe it is if they had enacted THE anti-discrimination 
law, but what the Garfield report recommended and what 
Congress has enacted are two different things. The Gar- 
field report urged something that would stop price- 
cutting to destroy competition; what Congress has en- 
acted legalizes price-cutting to destroy competition. 

If President Wilson signs that Clayton anti-trust bill 
carrying this aborted anti-discrimination law, we will be 
inclined to give him the benefit of the doubt and assume 
that he signed it in order not to kill some other features 
in the bill, but under all the circumstances it’s hard to 
give the Democratic leaders—at least all of them—in 
Congress the benefit of the doubt. It looks too much as 
if the bill was deliberately rigged at the request of Stand- 
ard Oil and other interests of that character, and it 
certainly is one of the rawest bits of work ever put over 
by any Congress and it should be thrown up to every 
member who voted for it, at all hours of the day or night. 

And while this lemon was coming to the oil men the 
same crowd of would-be-lawmakers tried to soak us 
that’s the correct expression—with a gasoline war tax 
For defeating that tax no thanks are due the administra- 
tion. Chairman Underwood frankly told the oil men at 
the start that we could holler all we wanted to but that 
tax was going on, come what might. What licked that 
tax was organization among the oil men; good, hard work 
through the various oil associations. That made enough 
of the Senators see the light so the administration men 
who stood by the regular program were voted down. 

Taking Congress by-and-large, as some of these high- 
falutin writers say, we haven't a thing, really, to thank 
it for and we have many things to hold against it. 


REN’T auto filling stations being handled in a 
own them? Isn't the average oil marketer just 
rather half-hearted manner? Even by those who 

putting one on what he thinks is a prominent corner and 
letting it go at that? Do you know of any marketer who 
is having his regular sales force, when they can, push the 
filling station business, or do you know of anyone with 
a real selling force out behind filling stations? Yet don't 
you think the investment is entitled to some such con- 
sideration ? 

From observation, the average person’s impression 1s 
that the ordinary oil man thinks that the location of the 
station, a little red, white or green paint, or some archi- 
tectural feature, is all that’s necessary to get business. 
You suggest advertising and they at once reply that the 
station is its own ad. So are a pair of socks, but there 
are still a few people in this world whose attention has 
to be drawn to the hosiery, and why not to the filling 
stations ? 
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\uto filling stations are only a success when a big 
gallonage is going through them. The possible maximu: 
gallonage is really hardly reached by any station say 
perhaps for a few minutes each day. Think of all th 
minutes, that run into many hours, that the stations ar 
idle. They are busiest, say, in the morning and evening 
with a pick-up in the afternoon, and of course in the 
afternoon and early evening of holidays. 

Is anyone making an effort to get gallonage at off 
hours? Is anyone having salesmen or advertising 
literature sent, say, to women who run their own cars, 
pointing out how well you can handle them without de 
lay at your stations in the middle of the afternoon or in 
the morning? Has anyone started a slogan of “Always 
keep your gas tank full—stop every day” on the prin 
ciple that a driver never knows how much he is going 
to use a car and it only takes a couple of minutes to stop 
regularly and have the car filled? Is anyone watching 
the cars that drive their owners to office or factory and 
return to the home garage, and suggesting to the owner 
that before the chauffeur calls at the house in the morn- 
ing, or on the trip home, is the best time—whatever it 
may be? The chauffeur is supposed to keep the tank 
full, but it won’t do any harm showing the owner that 
you are on the job by pointing out that he will save time 
for sure by having the chauffeur stop every morning and 
let YOU make sure the tank is full. 

So have you thought of having every salesman put 
in a few words to every car owner he meets about your 
filling stations, or having all your advertising literature 
carry a line about them, or using envelope stuffers? 
Really, good straight newspaper advertising, pointing out 
the advantages, if any, of the station proposition, should 
not be exactly wasteful. Just as it brings customers to 
the dry goods store and the clothing store, so should it 
bring autos to your stations, 

The filling stations are a serious proposition. Many 
of those owning them now are not convinced whethe 
they are a good or an evil. Others are sure they are evils 
Some think they are a good. But is anyone really giving 
the station deal a fair show? If it’s not good you ought 
to find it out as soon as possible and quit it, and the onl\ 
way to find out the facts is to give it a fair trial. 
like you would anything else. 

Perhaps the fact that the Standard Oil Company 
will put 177 auto filling stations in Wisconsin, according 
to latest report, will prompt more business-like attention 
to the station as a selling agency. 


KLAHOMA is trying some new ideas in oil. 
The ideas themselves are rather old, but as applied 
to oil are new. Oklahoma says—in effect—that the 

oil in the ground belongs to all the people, and that all 
he who goes after it is entitled to is a return of his in- 
vestment and a reasonable profit. That’s not exactly the 
way the Oklahoma Corporation Commission puts it, no! 
is it the way the average producer who is urging reforms 
thinks of it, but that is what it amounts to. It’s lik 
single tax, it can be called by a number of names—asi«: 
from the harsh ones. And like single tax it. goes direct 
to the proposition, for what purpose does governmen: 
create ownership in land, and how far, in fact, do the 
rights of the landowner actually go? 

The world is going to hear a great deal about public 
ownership of oil before very long, judging from the rat 
at which the Corporation Commission and producers are 
going in Oklahoma. And for more than a year Editor 
lox out in California has been trying to get the state to 
declare fuel oil a public utility.

Rousing from a slumber of more than 
thirty years of precedent and _ tradition, 
which had restrained them from forming 
an organization to obtain a square deal 
from their interests, six hundred oil and 
gas producers and operators from West 
Virginia and its neighboring fields gathered 
at Parkersburg, W. Va., Monday, Septem- 
ber 28, and organized the Oil and Gas Pro- 
ducers Association of West Virginia. 

They selected as officers the following 
widely-known West Virginia 
F. B. Enslow, of Huntington, president; W. 


producers; 


W. Walker, Parkersburg, first vice presi- 
dent; John Davidson, Charleston, second 
vice president; Olandus West, Clarksburg, 
third vice president; T. R. Cowell, Parkers- 
burg, treasurer, and John Mullen, Parkers- 
burg, secretary, and appointed executive 
ind advisory committees. 


The new organization is expected to ac- 
complish a great deal to lighten the bur- 
den which the oil and gas producers of 
West Virginia have labored under as indi- 
viduals for years. It is significant that, 
three days before the meeting to organize 
the association, the purchasing agencies, 
which up to that time had been taking only 
i limited amount of oil, the total receipts 
ranging from thirty to fifty per cent, posted

notices that, commencing immediately, they 
would accept all oil produced in the West 
Virginia fields. Not that they admit the 
formation of the new association was the 


reason—far be it from that—but it is a 





rather remarkable coincidence, at any rate. 
And if this action on the part of the pur- 
chasing agencies was taken to detract from 
the interest taken in the association’s initial 
meeting, it failed miserably. 

Not that it is in any sense the purpose of 
the Oil and Gas Producers Association of 
West Virginia to “antagonize” the trans- 
portation companies and purchasing agen- 
cies with which its members have to deal— 
but in the minds of the leaders the organi- 
zation has been on one side, and only one 
side, for a sufficiently long time. They 
feel that what the members as individuals 
might not be able to accomplish, as an as 
sociation working together for the best in- 
terests of the whole, they could carry 
through. 

WILL INITIATE LEGISLATION. 

The present aim of the new organization 
is to initiate legislation which may be of 
benefit to its members and oppose any leg- 
islation that might work a hardship. The 
first action taken by the association was to 
forward to the Congressmen from West 
Virgiria a protest against the proposed war 
tax on gasoline, since West Virginia leads 
all other states in the production of gaso- 
line from natural gas, and a large number 
of the men who attended the initial meet- 
ing were interested in the 
gasoline industry. 

As stated in its constitution, the aims of 
the Oil and Gas Producers Association of 
West Virginia are: 

To promote the best interests of the oil 
and gas industries and those engaged there- 
in, and depending thereon. 

To establish and maintain bureaus to 
carry into effect the purposes of the organ- 
ization, and to gather and disseminate infor- 
mation regarding the oil and gas industries; 

To establish and maintain a spirit of fra- 
ternity among the members of this associa- 
tion, by friendly exchange of information 
and ideas on matters pertaining to these 
lines of business, and by social intercourse; 
and 

To induce the extension of friendly and 
cordial relations between the different 
branches of the oil and gas industries and 
allied lines of business.

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War Has No Terror for Cleveland Gas Field 


Seventy-three New Wells Are Started 
in October—Many Good Gassers Found 


While no startling developments marked the 
eveland, O., oil and gas field during Sep- 
tember, the numbet completed wells and 
the amount of drilling under way shows con- 
clusively that the slump in field work which 
is sweeping over the rest of this country has 
not as yet reached the Cleveland neighbor- 


hood. 


In fact, as the accompanying record of field 
work shows, there are more wells under way 
in and around Cleveland at the present mo- 
ment than at any time since the drilling in 
f the Stadler well in January 30 started de- 
velopment work in that territory. During the 
thirty days preceding October 10, forty-three 
wells were completed and seventy-three new 
wells started, most of them in the Clinton 
sand territory to the west and southwest ot 


Cleveland. 


Of the forty-three wells finished during that 
time, thirty-nine were good gas wells, rang 
ing trom 1,000,000 to 6,500,000 feet open flow, 
with the majority better than 2,500,000 feet. 
Two of the remaining four completions were 
dry holes, the other tow showing for small 
amounts of oil. The E. L. Nicholson well, 
located on the north side of Hilliard road, 
east of Elmwood avenue, in the West Park 
development, which showed a small amount of 
oil in the Newburg sand, will be drilled deeper 
in an effort to find better results in the Clin- 
ton. Likewise the wildcat test being made by 
Theodore Kundtz on the Needham farm in 
Brecksville township, ten miles south of de- 
fined territory, which was dry in the New 
burgh sand, will be drilled to the Clinton be- 


fore the location is abandoned. 
WOULD SELL GAS CHEAPER. 


In view of the discovery of gas in the wild- 
cat on the Bartlett farm in Strongsville town- 
ship, about eight miles ahead of production, 
some three weeks ago, local talent would not 
be surprised to see the Kundtz well make a 
good showing when the drill reaches the Clin- 
ton sand. The Bartlett farm well, which was 
drilled in by L. G. Neeley, of St. Marys, O., is 
shut in while the owner perfects marketing 
arrangements. He has applied for a franchise 
from the city of Cleveland to market natural 
gas in the southwestern part of Cuyahoga 
county at 25 cents a thousand feet, 5 cents 
a thousand less than the East Ohio Gas Co., 
which is buying practically all the gas in the 
Cleveland field. He is also reported to have 
obtained a similar franchise from the town 
of Berea 

Neeley’s Bartlett farm well, which came in 
at 3,500,000 feet open flow, has resulted in the 
formation of the Berea Developing Co., com- 
posed of a number of Berea citizens, who have 
started a test on the Williams farm, about 
1,500 feet west of the Bartlett farm well 
Other tests are expected to start in that neigh- 
borhood as soon as material can be obtained 
for the rigs. 

More developments in wildcat territory near 
Cleveland are expected within the next week 
or two. The Logan Natural Gas Co. well on 
the Smith farm in Dover township is casing 


at 2,480 feet, and should reach the Newburgh 
sand within a few days. The Theodore Kundtz 
well, on the Needham farm in Brecksville 
township, which was dry in the Newburgh, is 


casing at 3,000 feet, and should reach the Clin- 


ton within a very few days. Both of these 
tests are being eagerly watched 


LOOK FOR OIL NEARBY. 


While the gas development far overshadows 
the oil discoveries in the Cleveland territory, 
each month shows further evidence that oil 
exists in paying quantities some place nearby, 
practically every well drilled in the Lakewood 
and West Park districts west of Cleveland 
shows traces of oil, which local operators hold 
is good evidence that oil exists in two ten- 
barrel wells at the plants of the Cleveland 
Wrought Washer Co., on West 58th street, 
and the American Building Brick Co., at the 
foot of West 56th street. Since then the Cleve 
land Wrought Washer well has been given a 
shot with 40 quarts of nitro, which increased 
its production to 15 barrels and the American 
Building Brick Co. well is shut down waiting 
to be shot. The next few weeks should show 
whether these wells are good for anything 
as steady producers. 


This month was marked by the completion 
of the well at the plant of the General Chem- 
ical Co., in Newburgh township, about a mile 
north of the Newburgh Brick & Clay Co. well, 
which was drilled in three years ago and is 
still producing at the rate of five barrels a 
day. Drilled into the Clinton sand at 2,886 
feet October 3, the hole filled up about 450 
feet the first 12 hours and is expected to set- 
tle down to a five-barrel producer. It has not 
been decided as yet whether it will be given a 
shot in an attempt to increase the flow 


Up to the tenth of October, 408 wells ha 
been completed or are drilling in the ter: 
tory in and around Cleveland, and by fa: 
the largest part of this number have be 
started since the drilling in of the Stadk 
well late in January of this year. Despite tl 
number of wells drilled, many of them in lin 
ited territory and following one on top of a1 
other, the average capacity holds up to 
very satisfactory figure, considering field cor 
ditions. The current month sees no marked 
diminution in the size of the new wells 
Among some of the larger completions fo: 
the month were the following: W. H. Clem 
enshaw, South street, south of Lorain, 6, 
000 feet; Boulevard Gas Co., Cove avenu 
north of the Nickel Plate Ry., 6,500,000; Na 
tional Carbon Co. No. 4, factory site, 3,000, 
000; the Archean Development Co. well 
the Preslan property, 4,800,000; the Highland 
Development Co. well on Lake avenue, west 
of Hird, 5,000,000; the Theodore Kundtz well 
on Clifton boulevard, opposite Giel avenue, 
5,000,000, and the Erie Improvement Co. well 
on the Gammel property, 4,600,000. These ar 
the open flow figures. 


SUPPLY STORES COME IN. 

The West Park development is commencing 
to look like a real field. Several months ag 
the Petroleum Supply Co., of Steubenville 
came into the field with a branch store in 
charge of “Bart”? Wheaton, and the way he 
ate up the business must have caused some 
uneasy feelings among the other supply com- 
panies for the last few weeks has witnessed 
the opening of branch supply stores by Frick 
& Lindsay, of Pittsburgh and the Jarecki Sup- 
ply Co., of Erie, Pa., in addition, the Wash-

House Passes General Leasing 
Bill— Will Benefit Government 


By Special Correspondent. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The general 
leasing bill, carrying provisions for leasing oil 
lands, passed the House September 23. Its 
chances in the Senate are not measurable. It 
may get through, but the probabilities are 
against it. If Congress remains in session 
right through to December, it might be brought 
forward as a buffer to shut out embarrass- 
ing legislation. That use of buffers was an 
ordinary operation in the days when the House 
and Senate were controlled by organizations 
that made it their business to agree upon a 
program and then bend every effort to keep 
away everything not on the program and 
adjourn at an early day. 

The practically unlimited talk in the House, 
added to the unlimited debate in the Senate, 
results in the use of more time but not so 
close an application to the details of 
lation.

That much of an explanation may serve to 


explain why, when Congress has become a 
continuous affair, the output is no larger and 
hardly as well considered as when the leaders 
of the two parties agreed upon a program and 
insisted upon the rank and file of members 
giving close attention to details of legislation 
if they hoped to put any dents into the prop- 
ositions as put forward by the leaders. 

Some changes were made in the language 
of the Ferris bill, but according to the Okla- 
homa man’s view they have no effect on the 
main propositions as put forward in the 
original bill.

The 
prospecting permit allows exploration on 640 
acres and if the oil is found the finder may 
patent 160 acres if the land lies within ten 
miles of a producing section, and 640 acres 
if it is more than ten miles away from pro- 
ducing wells.

BRIDGEPORT, ILL., Oct. 3.—The oil 


yusiness continues “on the bum” around 
here, and prospects are not very bright for 
much work for many weeks, possibly 
months. One old scout, who conducts one 
if the leading stores, says: ‘This is the 
first time as far back as I can remember 
in the game that a fellow could not go 
somewhere and get a job. Shut down every- 
where, and the worst ever around here. 
Even those men who have a little laid by 
are holding on to it for the dark days sure 
to follow this winter, and spend only what 


is absolutely necessary.” 


It sure does look gloomy for all identi 
fied with the business, from the producers 
down to the workers in the fields. Hun- 
dreds of men are idle, and the number is 
being increased each week. All of the pro 
duction is being taken as usual, yet this 
may be cut down in the near future. On 
top of all this the price continues to decline, 
which is going to discourage development 
to a large extent when the gloom passes 
away. 

The most important well brought in sinc 
my last report was on the Brian farm, 
southwest quarter of section 8, Dennison 
township. It is good for about 200 barrels. A 
stray sand was found which is producing 
juice really better than the green oil found 
in the McCloskey. It makes an extension 
of the Murphy pool to the southwest. Cal 
lahan Bros. did the drilling, and they have 
an interest in the same with Joe Griggs, 
Henry McNamar and Walter Donnelly. 
The latter is the store manager here for 
the Jarecki. As a result of this new one, 
Snowden Bros. will drill two wells, and 
the Jennings Producing Company one on 
idjoining farms. 

The Big Bend Oil Company got a fifty 
barrel well on the Dave Wagner farm, sev- 
enteen miles northwest of this city, just 
over the line in Crawford county. It is a 
Kirkwood well, and is edge stuff.

The next cargo of gasoline shipped by the 
Export Oil Corporation will leave the Indian 
Refining Company’s terminal above New Or- 
leans, October 25. This cargo will contain 
55,000 barrels of Oklahoma gasoline 

This concern in the past few months has 
shipped over a quarter of a million barrels 
abroad. This is good business as it takes the 
shape of permanency for the reason that they 
have purchased 800 acres of land at New 
Orleans for their own terminal. The Indian 
Refining Company have leased their terminal 
to the Freeport and Mexican Oil Company 
for five years, with the privilege of buying it 
any time during the five years.

This 
gas sand was found at a depth of 1,500 feet, 
600 feet deeper than the gas found in the 
Riser field some 30 miles to the north, which 
supplies Laredo and nearby points. 

At Pierce Junction all the wells have been 
abandoned, the last three below 2,700 feet, but 
nothing worth while was found. But most 
of the companies, however, are keeping up 
their leases. A well is drilling at Blue Ridge, 
six miles to the southwest, and is not in 
rock at 800 feet, and another three miles to 
the north, near the Westmoreland Farms, 
which is down 1,700 feet and bids fair to be 
far enough away to be off of the salt dome 
and in line for the deeper sands. 

The well at Chenango, drilled by Mays & 
Son, is down 1,750 feet and had a showing 
for a well, but the water broke around the 
casing and the well is probably lost. At West 
Columbia the Producers Oil Company has set 
six-inch casing in cement at 2,200 feet and 
is drilling ahead. Taylor Brothers, 17 miles 
north of Houston, are shut down at 1,000 feet 
waiting for fuel. Esperson and Hamil are 
drilling near Bay City, where a number of 
tests have previously been made. The Burt 
and Griffith well at Magnolia, 40 miles north 
of Houston, was completed to the contract 
depth of 2,700 feet without results. They are 
now drilling on in the hope of reaching a 
3,000 foot sand. 

In Liberty county, C. A. Bryan & Company 
are shut down at 650 feet and the River Bot- 
tom Oil Company is preparing to test a 
crystallized sand formation in its No. 2 show 
ing some saturation of oil at 800 feet.
